Addresses SLC 
On Postwar Jobs 

'Will There Be Jobs' 
Discussed Today at 5 
By Prof, of Economics 



Dr. B. Higgins will speak on the 
question "Will There be Jobs?" at 
a McGill Student Labor Club open 
meeting today at 5 p.m. in the 
Union Grill. 

This meeting on postwar employ- 
ment is the second of a series of 
S.L.C. meetings on the subjects to 
be taken up at the University Con- 
ference on Postwar Reconstruction, 
which will take place at McGill on 
March 3rd. 

Dr. Higgins is professor of Econ- 
omics at McGill, and is a member 
of the Employment Committee of 
the International Labor Office. He 
has held the positions of Research 
Associate of the National Bureau of 
Economic Research, and principle 
economist of the Federal Works 
Reserve, and economic consultant 
for the Public Works Reserve, 
Washington, and has written for 
British, Canadian and American 
professional journals on economic 
theory, public finance and public 
works planning. Everyone is talk- 
ing and thinking about the prosper- 
ity which has been foretold for the 
postwar. How can^full employment 
be attained, and what steps must 
be taken now, are some of the 
questions which will be discussed at 
this meeting", states the S.L.C. an- 
nouncement.

Dr. C. Stanley 
Resigns Office 
At Dalhousie 

University President 
Formerly of McGill 
with Board 



Halifax, February _14.— (CUP)— 
Stating, "I cannot see how the in- 
terests of the institution can be 
adequately served with the pres- 
ent Impasse between myself and 
certain members of the board," Dr. 
Carleton Stanley, formerly of Mc- 
Gill, recently submitted his resiga 
ation as president of Dalhousie Uni' 
versity. 

Dr. Stanley came to McGill Uni- 
versity in 1925 as Professor of 
Classics. In 1830 he became the 
Assistant to the Principal, and in 
1931 took the position as President 
of Dalhousie University. 

An official statement from the 
board and the president declared 
that for some time there has 
existed a "fundamental divergence 
Jn viewpoint between the presi- 
dent and the board as to their 
respective functions in university 
government" Although it is not 
known just what the differences 
were between Dr. Stanley and the 
board, both parlies believed that

And Among Refugees 
Described

Every student of the univer- 
sity will be cavassed either 
through the class representatives 
or through the fraternities dur- 
ing the I.S.S. campaign, which 
goes into progress next week 
under the sponsorship of the 
Students' War Council. A quota 
of one dollar per student has been 
set. Last year some $2,472 was rais- 
ed at McGill and contributed to the

McGill Students' Society In 1841-42, 
and now serving with the Royal 
Navy, writes an account of now 
I.S.S. works among the prisoners of 
war in a German camp. He tells of 
meeting an officer 'who had re- 
cently escaped after three years of 
imprisonment. 

Cowan reports 
In his letter to I.S.S. headquart- 
ers In Toronto, Cowan says:. ."My 
prisoner of war friend made me 
feel that efforts then expended for 
I.S.S. were well-worth the trouble. 
Briefly, here is his story: through 
I.S.S. in co-operation with other 
organizations, like the Red Cross 
and the European Student Relief, 
text books and the opporutnlty of 
taking University and High School 
courses were provided the entire 
camp. In his own words my friend 
described this work as "absolutely 
invaluable'. It was the one great 
thing which kept up their spirit and 
morale, and their minds active. 
Every man in this large camp who 
did not have to work, from cor- 
poral up, took some advantage of 
these opportunities. Nine had alrea- 
dy passed the final "Bar" examin- 
ations alone."

Exhibition of Leacock Manuscripts. 
Books, Articles Opened at Library

The exhibition of a collection of 
the works of Stephen B. Leacock 
opened yesterday evening as" Dr. F. 
Çyril James thanked Mr. Norman 
F. Friedman for the donation of 213 
books, periodical articles, and rare 
association items to the Redpath 
Library. Principal James expressed 
his thanks at the exhibition at 
which the entire board of gov- 
ernors, including Chancellor Morris 
W. Wilson, were present 

The exhibition includes the 173 
original manuscripts given or be- 
queathed by Stephen Leacock him- 
self; the recent donation of Mr. 
'Friedman, one of Leacock's former 
students and admirers; and many 
photographs, portraits and other 
curiosity of interest In connection 
with the life and work of the great 
Canadian humorist "Our collection 
is now unique," said Dr. James. "We 
are proud that we now hove at Mc- 
Gill the most magnificent collection 
of the work of Stephen Leacock In 
the world. Mr. Friedman's contribu- 
tion fits perfectly with the original 
manuscripts which were already 
owned by the University." 
•Mr. Friedman, B.Com, McGill, 
1621, Is a man of many active in- 
terests, ■ including natural history 
and the Boy Scouts, of which he Is 
at present District Scoutmaster. 
His literary interests include Rud- 
yard Kipling and Stephen Leacock, 
and in the case of both of these 
writers he has, by devoted and con- 
tinued search, amassed noteworthy 
collections. The Redpath library is 
fortunate in having its holdings of 
Leacock's work* so. materially In- 



creased by the rare pamphlets, first 
appearance of magazine articles, 
and rarlora that form a large part 
of the collection presented by Mr. 
Friedman. Included on the exhibit, 
which Is an view until the end of 
March, are the original manuscripts 
of such work as "New Nonsense 
Novels", "Arcadian Adventures of 
the Idle Rich", Winnowed Wis- 
dom", "Model Memoirs", Humour 
and Humanity", "Charles Dickens", 
"Too Much College', "The British 
Empire", and "Montreal, Seaport 
and City." 

Mr. Friedman said, in speaking 
of his collection, "I started col- 
lecting Leacock because I had been 
at college with him, and through 
the course of the years we became 
intimate friends. He once told me

Mines Minister Leslie Frost an- 
nounced that arrangement for an 
inquest into the mining disaster 
are proceeding. The committee ol 
Professors has been formed to 
probe the cause of the breaking of 
the cable, the failure of the safety 
devices to act, and review the reg- 
ulations on the safety of operations 
on such hoists.

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We Wonder 

The very nature of student nffairs is such 
that one of the prime requisites for any man or 
woman occupying n positidh ns a student exe- 
cutive is a sense of responsibility. We could 
say this in a lot of different ways: we could 
call it, for example, conscientiousness; or per- 
haps a willingness to devote time and energy 
"beyond the call of duty" to the work involved 
in such a position. 

Actually, a sense of responsibility and a 
devotion to duty are qualities necessnry in any 
realm of publie life. But it happens to be more 
true of student executive affairs than elsewhere, 
not because those nffairs are more important 
than others, but because they are more subject 
to discontinuity at any point. One year of 
irresponsibility, of minimal performance, will 
; destroy many years of worthwhile planning 
and initiative on the part of a series of student 
executives who have really bothered to make 
something of the jobs with which they have 
been entrusted. For the men who follow a 
slacker in office will have very little to go onj 
and unless they go to real pains in digging up 
the facts about what has been done in previous 
years, they will have to retrace many steps al- 
ready gone through but forgotten through one 
or two years of inactivity. It is a matter of 
keeping good ideas alive, and working; in stu- 
dent affairs sudden death is the closest danger 
for such ideas. » 

There is of course another quality in student 
executives which runs conscientiousness a close 
second. This is the matter of character; and 
the reason we place it second is simply that 
people who are responsible workers generally 
don't havo to worry about the soundness of 
their personality and principles. Nevertheless 
the matter of character means a great deal in 
dealings with the public — a public unusually 
sensitive to, and critical of, students. If a man 
highly placed in student government cannot 
impose some degree of respect for his character 
and ability, the students he represents will 
automatically assume, in the minds of outsiders 
— who after all have nothing more to go on in 
their judgment^-the" same moral and mental 
aspects. No matter that there be actually three 
thousand of them, no different from John Citi- 
zen except that they are privileged to pursue 
their mental development and training some- 
what further in more auspicious and organized 
surroundings; they will be judged by the men 
they have elected to perform their joint busi- 
ness for them, to stand as their leaders:- and 
delegates. Who can be blamed for identifying 
the head with the body? 

There are among students, as among other 
groups, men and women who naturally come to 
mind when one wonders whom to nominate for 
public office. By virtue of more self-confidence, 
a touch more ability, certainly a measure of 
ambition to cut a figure in the publie eye, com' 
bined with, an eagerness to undertake a respoa 
sibility which doesn't always appear, in the 
first glow of nomination, a matter of any con- 
siderable difficulty; by virtue of these and of a 
pleasing appearance, such men and women are 
entered by their confreres in the lists. Faculty 
spirit naturally comès into the business— and 
thus the normal process of student government, 
without many of the important factors of big- 
time politics, produces a group of candidates 
who are then subjected to selection by the larger 
group from among whom they were originally 



The democratic process of electing a repre- 
sentative involves thus a double hurdle. Or 
perhaps we might say a double line of defence. 
For if after being given the chance to pick out 
the students seemingly best-fitted for executive 
posts, another opportunity is afforded to choose 
the best of this already select lot, surely there 
is every justification for the assumption that 
the final result will con-stitute a group worthy 
. of representing the student body. 

If such is not the case — as often happens— 
th» fault .can only be traced to the voters, and 
above all to the nominators, who do the original 
picking. Outsiders certainly cannot pQ expected

Pie Eating: 

A Psycho-Analytic Study

(There has been great agitation of late jor more 
articles in The Daily on scientific subjects. The Sal- 
lowing, being a report 0/ experimental uiork carried 
at fhc Ncuirlo-psi/chic Laboratories, emanatet from 
Second Year Medicines-Ed.) 



Various authors in this field have referred to 
the value of their observations on subjects, when 
said subjects have been partaking of pie. It was 
considered advisable to carry out controlled experi- 
ments to evaluate these ehance observaUons. 

To eliminate all possible experimental error, the 
following variables had to be controlled as rigidly 
as possible: length of time from previous ingestion 
of food, time of day, age, weight and sex of subject 
However, the variable having the greatest effect 
was the appearance of the pie, and to obviate this, 
a standard pie was procured. 

This standard test object was as follows: A well 
known commercial house supplied a butterscotch 
pie made to their standard recipe. This was covered 
.with a thin, anaemic and somewhat leathery cover- 
ing concocted of sucrose, amniotic fluid and a trace 
of water. Two members of the said commercial 
house and the author checked these pies every day, 
and discarded those having more than a plus or 
minus 2 deviation from the mean of appearance. 
Volunteers from the Engineering College were on 
hand every day to divide the pies Into 6 equal por- 
tions. A standard pie plate of 8.77829 Inches was 
used. 

Space does not permit In this preliminary report, 
a full account of the methods undertaken to elim- 
inate the other variables; suffice it to say that a 
group was finally chosen having the following gen- 
eral characteristics: 

Sex — male. 

Age— 18-21 years. 

Weight— 141-153 lbs. 

Time of day— 122 p.m. 

Time from previous food— 4 hours. 
. There were 67 members in this group. 
RESULTS: 

The results showed that the group could be divid- 
ed into 3 main categories: 

Group 1.— This group comprised -those subjects 
who attacked pie from the pointed end, no matter 
at what angle the pie was placed on the plate. The 
incidence was 81 per cent ~ 

Group 2.— This group comprised those who at- 
tacked pie from either the right or left corner of 
the crust The dextro-and-l aevo rotatory pie eaters 
showed a fairly equal Incidence, and no conclusions 
were drawn from this observation. The incidence 
of crust starters was 13 per cent 

Group 3.— This group either varied from day to 
day in their point of attack, .or else took alternate 
mouthfuls of the standard test object— first from 
the crust and '.then from the point, or vica versa. 
The Incidence was fl per cent 
DISCUSSION: ' 

By comparing these results with results obtained 
from various standard methods for the determin- 
ation of personality, it was found that there was a 
remarkable similarity between the "Pie Method" 
findings and those obtained from the more gener- 
ally accepted methods. 

Group 1.— The point starters were well adjusted 
individuals, fully cognizant of worldly trials and 
tribulations, optimistic— particularly with reference 
to articles of diet similar to the standard test objects, 
and prepared to make the best of whatever fate held 
in store for them. 

Group 2.— The crust starters are anxious, pessl- 
misUc individuals, and tend to expect the worst In 
any situation. However, they show considerable 
strength of character, in that they will tackle the 
hardest part of a job first Their inclination to save 
the best to the last indicates some lack of maturity, 
but their futures will probably hold only minor 
neuroses.

Free- 
dom, like a heavy wine, had gone 
to her head and now she was left 
with this empty desolate aloneness. 
Alone with herself. She had a 
chance to look at herself for the 
first time and it was not pleasant 
"How strange,' she thought "You 
can never really be free. Not really. 
Because you always have to live 
with yourself. That's one thing you 
can't escape from." 

She had tried so hard to be free. 
Old friends were forgotten. She 
stopped writing to people she had 



known because the obligation of 
former contacts seemed in some 
way to restrict her. She was careful 
not to become seriously Involved 
with any man.

LITTLE SYMPHONY 

Last night's concert by. the Little 
Symphony at the Hermitage pro- 
vided a delightful contrast in mu- 
sical form and composition. It was 
a transition from Bach through 
Brahms to Richard Strauss with his 
twentieth century's delight in lilting 
melodies and exotic harmonies. 

The program opened with Bach's 
Brandenburg Concerto No. 3. This 
was a typical Bach composition with 
its clear cut harmonies and subtle 
integration of all instruments into 
a unique whole. To say that it was 
well performed would be denying, 
to some extent, the praise due to 
Bernard Naylor's excellent con- 
ducting; to say that it was over- 
shadowed by the music that follow- 
ed would be denying the Concerto 
its place on the program. It was 
the right apertlf for a good musical 
feast — short, delightful and deci- 
sive. . 

Brahms' Serenade in A which 
followed, was in the nature of an 
experiment This was its Canadian 
premiere, ond it required a con- 
noisseur to appreciate fully the 
good work done by the clarinets 
and the horns in this strange* or- 
chestra of woodwind and string 
(except violins) instruments. 

TThe musical feast reached Its 
final course with Richard Strauss' 
Suite from his incidental music to 
Mollere's 'Le Bourgeois Gentil- 
homme', and its climax with the 
playing of the last movement, The 
Dinner*. It is impossible for me to 
transform on to eold .unresponsive 
paper the impression that this mu- 
sic made on the audience. That this 
impression was profound can be 
seen from the fact that the last 
movement was encored, and like 
good wine, its superb flavour was 
enhanced rather than dulled by the 
repetition. 

This performance was In a way 
a personal triumph for the con- 
ductor Bernard Naylor. To be able 
to change from Bach with the ex- 
treme conservatism, and to Interpret 
sympathetically the various moods 
of Richard Strauss as shown in the 
Suite, and to be able to portray 
clearly the Interpretative music of 
the 'Maître d'Armes', and the TJance 
of the Kitchen Boys', In the last 
movement, required a conductor 
having 1 a sure courage and talent, 
besides a deep understanding of his 
art I am sure that the audience of 
last night would like to hear more 
of Strauss. It was musk well worth 
listening te> — »-A. *s7<

This Is not In the nature of sour grapes. The Georgians defeated 
the Red cagers last night and all the beefing in the world won't 
reverse the decision. Nevertheless, when a basketball game gets out 
of the hands of the officials there must be something radlcajly wrong. 
And that is exactly what happened in the M.B.L. tilt last night. 

Since the beginning of the year, all officially recognized arbiters 
have refused to referee Montreal Basketball League games. They 
wanted to be paid an extra dollar a game. The M.BX. declined. The 
result, a strike. Therefore, to save themselves a little cash, the 
M.B.L. executive has lowered the standard of refereelng, which in 
turn has lowered the standard of playing. 

Last night's officiating was completely Incompetent and ineffi- 
cient It ruined all possible enjoyment the spectators could get out 
of the match, besides destroying all fair competition between the 
teams themselves. If better referees are not secured for the playoff 
matches, It will mostly likely be a case of the best team losing. 
Common Sente 
When Gilbert and Sullivan composed the words and music of 
that famous operetta, the Pirates, of Penzance, among the melodies 
was a delightful air regarding an "Ingenious Paradox". These 
must have been prophets of a sort, because a more apt description 
of the McGill sport scene cannot be found. 

In 1040, the C.LA.U. placed a ban on any 
collegiate team travelling due to the critical trans- 
portation situation prevailing at the time. This 
rule did not prevent colleges from bringing teams 
to face them, and thus it has been possible for 
McGill to hold Athletics Festivals, with the Red- 
man facing American university quintets. 

Yet in 1945, five years later, the transportation 
facilities are still in such bad shape as to render 
it Impossible for a dozen people to travel less 
than fifty miles.

Stresses Need 
Of Understanding 

Dr. Herbert Moore 
Notes Importance 
Of Petty Irritations 

"If you are to create and main- 
tain harmony in a group, you must 
provide the group with an oppor- 
tunity to realize their fondest hopes 
and their cherished values, and you 
must avoid those situations that 
rub these values the. wrong way." 
Dr. Herbert Moore stated in a third 
of a series of lectures entitled 
"Studies In Supervision" given in 
Moyse Hall, and sponsored by Na- 
tional Breweries Limited. 

Dr. Moore's lecture dealt with the 
need for an understanding of work- 
ers, their skill, working capacity 
and dreams and struggles by per- 
sonnel supervisors. Petty irritations, 
the speaker stated, act as disturb- 
ances to the worker in the job situa- 
tion, and arc potent forces is un- 
•rmlnlng morale. Because of their 
pettiness they are often ignored, 
and soon the accumulative effect 
rocks the morale of the department 
The speaker also enumerated

Canada. Student refugees and local 
internees are also, provided for on 
Canadian soil. 

The remainder of the funds, some 
75% of the total, goes to Europe 
and China, to provide for evacuee 
students, for refugees 'who have 
sought safety in Switzerland, Spain, 
Russia and the free countries of 
Europe. In China, where 7S% of 
the students must depend on gov- 
ernment subsidy or outside relief, 
in order to carry on their studies, 
the contributions which I.S.S. is 
able to make go a long way. For 
instance, $13 will support a Chinese 
student for a month. The World 
Student Service Fund, which it the 
U.8. equivalent cd and 



one. I got my underground work 
ing, and within three weeks I lo 
cated one in London." 

As well as an edition of every 
book ever published by Leacock, 
the exhibition contains as well 
every magazine article ever writ- 
ten by him, which are entirely the 
contribution of Mr. Friedman, and 
date as far back as 1913. There 
are several portraits of him, one 
the Jack portrait lent by the Uni- 
versity Club of Montreal. There 
is the record of his recitation of 
•My Old College" which was pre- 
sented to the library by Mr. Frazer 
Keith, past president of the Gradu- 
ate's Society. An old friend of 
Leacock's, present at the opening 
of the Redpath exhibition had this 
to say about him. "Stephen's whole 
life was centred about McGill. It 
meant a- great deal to him, and he 
would have done anything for the 
students. McGlll was one of the 
very important things in his life; 
it meant ai much to him as any 
of his other interests, even his 
•writings. He would have appreci 
ated this very much." 

Alio In the exhibition are two 
photographs of the launching of a 
United States Navy Liberty ship, 
named after him, the S.S. Stephen 
B. Leacock.- There sre several let- 
ters to Dr. Lomer, librarian of 
McGill University, of which the 
following, dated January .11, 1943, 
k an example: 

"Dear Lomer,— This book, How 
To Write, is like a favorite child 
to me because I wrote It purely to 
suit myself with no eye on editors 
or sales or the public. H that means 
that it fails then it Is a favorite 
all the more, as the feeble child 
always is to the fond parent So 
what more fittting book to present 
to the unbiased mind of a librarian. 
With best regards, (sighed) Stephen 
Leacock^." 

It may be remembered that "How 
To Write" was a best seller. 

One of the most interesting of 
the editions of Mr. Friedman's col- 
lection is an autographed edition 
of "Hellements of Hickonomics." 
When Dr. Leacock autographed this 
work for Mr. Friedman, he glued 
in a page of the manuscript, and 
when Mr. Friedman ' telephoned to 
thank him, Dr. L. said he had done 
so* to find out if Mr. Friedman ever 
opened the book again,
